RUMORS OF DYNAMITE AND DEATH. 


Which Keep the People ina 


State of Frenzy. 


Cuicaco, November 10.--Louis (Linng, one 
of the seven condemned anarchists in the 
Chicago jail, ended his life this morning by 
means of a fulminating cap. He had the case 
in his mouth and lit it with a candle which 
was burningin hiscell. The explosion was 
the first warning that the jail people had, the 
guard seeing him with the candle in his hand 


supposing that he was lighting acigar. From 
the effects of the explosion half his head was 
torn away. 

Immediately after the explosion Deputy 
O'Neil rushed inte Linng’s cell, which was 
completely enveloped in smoke. There he 
found the young anarchist lying on his back 


blood was rushing in torrents. He was at 
once carried into the jail office and placed on a 
table. He was still breathing faintly, and 
while Dr. Gray was éxamining him he 
coughed slightly and blood poured forth again 
from his terrible wounds and from his mouth 
and nose. 

Aiter awhile Jailer Folz made an examina- 
tion of the cell. On the floor he found the 
shell of a fulminating case. The sheriff said 
there had undoubtedly been dynamite in it. 
The supposition that the man put the shell in 
his mouth and deliberately applied a candle 
flame is undoubtedly correct. The explosion 
was terrific. It startled the officials, who 
thought it was a bomb, the noise was so great. 
‘The shell was sosmall as to have allowed the 
émuggling of it into jail without trouble. 

At 10:15 Dr. Gray made a further examina- 
tion and found that tissues of the throat, neck 
and front of the jaw had been torn away. He 
administered stimulants, but they failed to 
rouse the man. 

Hiow the dynamite was smuggled into the 
rell is not known, but it is generally believed 
that there is a traitor among the death watch 
who gave him the dvnamite and cap. This is

The scene in Lingy’s cei! afcier the explosion 
was ghastly. Teeth, bits of jaw bone, shreds 
of tlesh and blood were scattered all over the 
narrow compartment. A little trail of blood 
marked the way over the stone flagging to .the 
room where Liugg was carried. Within fif- 
teen minutes after the explosion Fischer, Par- 
sons and Engel were taken from their cells 
and searched in the jailer’s private office. Ail 
their clothing was taken from them and new 
Suits, made by the sheriff's orders, were 
given them. Sheriff Matson says Lingg 
Was stripped and carefully searched

hen the explosion occurred all the anar- 
ohist prisoners were on their feet in an instant, 
and every one of them looked stunned and 
htened. Jailer Folz at once gave orders 
to have every one of the other cells searched, 
and Parson's was the first one a descent w 
made >. Deputies entered his cell, too 
him by e wrists and shoulders and led 
to Jailer Folz’s private*office. There he was 
detained until his cell was thoroughly ‘search- 
ed, and nothing was found. The ex-editor of 


curiosity. His face was white and his eyes 
looked ready to start from their sockets. He 
was in his shirt and trousers anda wide felt 
hat shaded his face. 

It is believed by some of the reporters that 
something was found on Parsons, although 
the jail officials deny this. Parsons was 
given anew suit of clothes to put on and 
taken to another cell, where he is now with 
two deputies standing guard over him. One 
of them stands at the back of the cell and 
the other at the door. The other men and 
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their cells were falso searched, but nothing 
found. When Engel was being searched he 
completely broke down and cried like a child. 

Jailer Folz was asked this evening to ex- 

lain the way in which Lingg had Bros his 

ynamite cap from the eyes of his keepers. 
Said he: 

“You know that Lingg had a very bushy 
head of hair. It is not without the bounds of 
possibility that he placed the cap in his locks 
and kept it there while we searched him last 
Sunday. Atthat time he was stripped com- 
pletely. My deputies searched his clothing 
and could find nothing of a suspicious char- 
acter.”’ 

Jailer Folz thus explains the manner in 
which Lingg took his life. He said: Lingg, 
in some way, became possessed of a dynamite 
cap. Thiscap is between one and one-half 
inches long. itis made of copper, and the 
outer end is plugged up with a 
piece of lead. The copper for at 
least half an inch is filled with dyna- 
mite. Then a small portion is filled with ful- 
minating powder. Into this powder runs a 
fuse made of braided cloth. In my opinion 

Lingg, while lying in. bed, reached out his 
hand, took from his tablea lighted candle, then 
placed the explosive in his mouth with the 
fuse outward. This he placed to the candle 
and his mortal wound efollowed. As soon as 
the surgeon arrived he ordered Lingg taken to 
another room. The one selected was the bath- 
room of the jail. 

The dying mas ws carrie? to this apartment 
and placed on a hastily improvised table. By 
this time three other physicians had arrived. 
One dressed the torn flesh, another gave atten- 
tion to the tongue of the mortally wounded 
man. <A portion of the tongue was left and 
was attached to the palate. This fell back 
into the throat, stopping Lingg’s breathing. 
The physicians pulled this back and a string 
was attached, which was held by a deputy, 
thus allowing respiration. While this was 
going on another surgeon operated a deodorizer. 
Another had a syringe in his hands and 
frequently injected portions of brandy and 
again doses of salt. Morphine injections were 
also given. Lingg died at 2:50 p. m. 

LINGG’S STRANGE ACTIONS. 

All day yesterday it was thought Lingg act- 
ed differently from usual. Tuesday night he 
gave out his “farewell address’? which was 
written for the Alarm, Parson’s old paper. In 
it he recited at length his grievances and closed 
as follows: : 

“Now, with a last and earnest farewell toall friends 
aud comrades, and with final wishes for their pros- 
perity, I close, in the view ot a certainty that I shall 
never have the chance of seeing you again, my be- 
loved comrades with an earnest and hearty wish for 
your future success in life, your comrade, Hoch Die 
anarchié, Lovis LINGG.”’ 
Yesterday when one of the guards told him 
that the papers had published his letter to D. 
D. Lum, a young bomb manufacturer, he ex- 

ressed strong desire to ‘‘read it in English.” 
ailer Folz consented and Lingg slowly plodd- 
ed through the translation. Englehart speaks 


German, and when appealed to, gave Lingg 
the meaning of the English words in German. 
ASKING ABOUT HIS SWEETHEART. 

The doomed man said the letter was an ad- 
mirable translation of the original. Turning 
to another page of the paper, his eye caught 
the line, “Lingg will surely hang.’’ Calling 
Mr. Englehart he asked:

THE GOVERNOR'S DECISION. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., November 10.—Follow- 
ing is the governor’s decision in full in the 
anarchist case ; 
EXECUTIVE OFFICE, SPRINGFIELD, November 10.— 

On the 20th day of Auzust, 1886, in Cook county 
criminal court, August Spies, Albert R. Parsons, 
Samuel Fielden, Michael Schwab, Adoloh Fischer, 
George Engel and Louis Linng were found guilty 
by a verdict of a jury, and afterwards sentenced to 
be hanged for the murder of Matthies J. Degan. An 
appeal was taken from such finding and sentence to 
the supreme court of the state. That court, upon 
final hearing, and after mature delibération, unani- 
mously affirmed the judgment of the court below. 
The case now comes before me by petition of tle de- 
fendants for consideration, as governor of the state.- 
If the letters of Albert Parsons, Adolph Fischer, 
George Engel and Louis Linge, demanding ‘‘uncon- 
ditional release,’ or, as they express it, ‘liberty or 
death,’’ and protesting in the strongest language 
against mercy or a commutation of the sentence pro- 
nounced against them. Can they be considered pe- 
titions? A pardon, could it be granted, which might 
imply any os whatever upon the part of cither of 
them, would not be such a vindication as they de- 
mand. Executive intervention upon the grounds 
insisted upon by the four above-named persons, 
could, in no proper sense, be deemed an exercise of 
the constitutional power to grant reprieves, Commu- 
tations and pardons unless based upon a beliefon 
my part of their entire innocence of the crime of 
which they stand convicted. A careful considera- 
tion of the evidence in the record of the trial of the 
parties, as well as of all alleged and claimed forthem 
outside of the record, has failed to produce upon 
my mind any impression tending to impeach the 


court, or of the supreme court affirming the guilt of 
the:e parties. Satisfied, therefore, asIam, of their 
guilt, I am precluded from considering the question 
of the commutation of the sentences of Albert R, 
Parsons, Adolph Fischer, George Engel and Lovis 
Lingg to imprisonment in the ey as they 
emphatically declare they will not accept sued 
commutation. 
Samuel Fielden, 
Spies unite in the petition for ‘‘executive clemeney 
Fielden and S:hwab, in addition, present separate 
and supplementary petitions for a coumutation of 
their sentences. While, as said above, I am sati> 
fied of the guilt of all the parties, as foundin the 
verdict of the jury, which was sustained by the 
judgment of the courts, a most careful consideration 
of the whole subject leads me to the con- 
clusion that.the sentence of the law as to Samuel 
Fielden and Michael Schwab may be modified 
as to each of them in the interest of human‘ty and 
witheut doing violence to public justice. And as to

WHAT THE ARBEITER ZEITUNG SAYS. 

CuicaGco, November 10.— At the office of the 
Arbeiter Zcitung today things were guiet and 
an air of secrecy seemed to prevail. The noon 
issue of the paper contained a short account of 
Lingg’s attempted suicide, which read: 

They have urged our courageous friend to death. 
This morning he committed suicide. 

The account goes on to say that his friends’ 
declaration that he was insane yesterday drove 
him to suicide, 

PARTING WITH THEIR LOVED ONES. 

When the news of the commutation of the 
sentence of Fielden and Scwab was received 
at the jail, there was an extraordinary scene 
of activity. The news was sent to the rela- 
tives of all the condemned men and in a short 
time they began to arrive at the jai], and the 
first of the women to come was Mrs, Schwab. 
Soon after Schwab was brought from his cell 
to the main office. His wife quickly advanced 
to him and throwing her arms about his neck 
burst into tears. Schwab returned the em- 
brace ina calm manner and soon the two 
were chatting quietly together. 

After this, Spies and Fischer were brought 
from their cell and taken to the jail library, 
Engel was brought to the private oftice of Mr. 
Folz. This was done for the purpose of 
allowing, relatives to take their last 
interviews. The first one of the women to 
arrive after Mrs. Schwab was Miss Engel, 
daughter of the condemned anarchist. When 
the two met in the private oftice there was an 
outburst of grief, which it is impossible to de- 
scribe. The father and daughter clung to each 
other and sobbed conyulsively. Their conver- 
sation was in German and listened to only by 
Deputy Oleson. 4Then came Mrs. Spies, 
mother of August. She had been waiting out- 
side for an hour and a half. Her sobs could 
be head through the corridors of the building. 
She did not stay long in the library with her 
son, and on her exit from the jail, Mrs. Fischer 
was admitted. She went into the library and 
her lamentations were heard above the tramp 
of the deputies, whoswarmed about the places. 
But the crowning scene of all was the visit 
of Nina Van Zant, the proxy wife of 
Spies. She was conducted to the library by 
ay Eason. Asshe walked through the 
main office she betrayed no emotion, but the 
moment she saw August, however, her de- 
meanor completely changed, and there was 4 
look, then a gasp and in a trice the lovers were 
ineach other’s arm. A number of curious 
reporters and officers crowded up tothe door 
of the library, butit was oat shut bya 
deputy. The interview between the prisoner 
ae his faithful devotee lasted nearly a half 
10ur. 

A rumor was started to the effect that 
Schawb and Fielden would be removed to 
Joliet at 6:30 o’clock, but Jailer Folz declared 
he had no orders to that effect. 

MRS, PARSONS FAINTS.

At 11:30 o'clock the condemned men were 
still awake and talking to their guards. The 
grim terrors of the rapidly passing hours 
seem to have no effect on Engel.

OFF TO THE PENITENTIARY. 

The sheriff has decided to take Schwab and 
» Fielden to the enitentiary at once. They 
2will be remoyv to Joilet tonight, strongly 

guarded by a force of deputy sheriffs. This 

action was decided on by Sheriff Matsdn, as 
soon as the governor’s commutation was re- 
ceived. 

After lboking over the situation, Sheriff 
Matson has concluded that he would not be 
authorized to send Fielden and Schwab to the 
penitentiary on the telegram. The governor’s 
messenger will arrive from Springfield early 
tomorrow morning, bringing an official copy of 
ehe order of commutation. After that a mit- 
timus will issue and the men may go down 
tomorrow or Saturday. 

HOW GUARDS ARE POSTED, 

Chief Ebersold said tonight a line of police, 
armed with rifles, thrown around the block 
immediately surrounding the jail, would pre- 
vent the approach of crowds. Ten companies, 
of twenty men each, all bearing rifles, will be 
posted about the jail and streets in the vicin- 
ity, allunder command of Captain George 
| Hubbard, of the central detail. Squads from 
the companies will do guard duty at the en- 
trances to the jail and the criminal court 
building. At the Central station, Harrison 
street Vest Twelfth street, Desplaines street, 
W est Chicago avenue and East Chicago ave- 
nue, companies will be held in reserve, while 
one company will be left at each of the fifteen 
sub-stations, 

NO TROUBLE ANTICIPATED. 

The secretary of the united labor party said 
today that he did not believe there would be 
any trouble tomorrow. His information was 
to the effect that the executive of the unions 
had simply advised members of the union to 
abstain from work on the day of the execu- 
tion, probably as a mark of respect, and that 
the Arbeiter-Zeitung had emphasized this 
counsel by asking the men to stay at home 
and not to go on the streets at all. 

ANOTHER BOMB FOUND. 

About 8 o’clock to-night a bomb was found 
by Thomas Maloney in the rear of the resi- 
dence of James Brayton. The bomb consisted 
of a piece of gas pipe twelve inches long and 
about two inches in diameter, filled with pieces 
of iron and a substance supposed to be dyna- 
mite. Mr, Brayton was one of the jurors 
who convicted the anarchists. 

It was rumored here tonight that State’s At- 
torney @rennell had beenj. shot. The rumor 
was without foundation.

A SHORT SKETCH OF LINGG. 

Lingg’s act today was in keeping with his 
past life. In 1883 he was forced to leave his naf 
tive town in Germany. Aftera good deal of 
wandering about in Germany, he landed in 
Switzerland. There he continued to fight the 
“‘blues,’”’ as social democrats are called by the 
red followers of ‘‘Most.’’ It was then that the 
Social-Demokrat, the official organ of the Ger, 
man socialists, published a notice declar- 
ing Lingg to be an informer and siy 
of the German government. In 18dbv 
hecame to America. In New York he stayed 
only a few days and then proceeded farther 
west to Chicago. Here he joined the North 
Side group of inter-nationalists and soon began 
the manufacture of bombs, one of which was 
used at Haymarket. When two policemen 
went to arrest him the next day, one of them 
entered his room, while the other stood outside 
the house. The latter soon heard shouts for 
help and running into Lingg’s room, found 
that the anarchist had thrown his partner on 
the floor and was only prevented from shoot- 
ing him by the policeman, who hada grip on 
the revolyer which Lingg was endeavoring to 
use. The second officer, after a desperate 
struggle, succeeded in placing handcuifs on 
his wrists. Racing the pistol to his head, the 
policeman ordered him to come on, but Lingg 
refused to move and said: 

‘Shoot me, shoot me!”’ 
“It’s a pity Idid not accommodate him,” 
said the officer, who was a} the jail this morn- 
ing, as he stood looking at Lingg; “It might 
have saved all this trouble.” 
ANOTHER CAP FOUND. 

Turnkey O’ Neill discovered the little agent 
which had served Lingg to accomplish his ter- 
rible work. It wasa small fulminating cap, 
little over aninch long. It had been filled 
with fulminate of mercury and a small fuse, 
which is usually attached to these instruments 
of death, had been touched off by 
Lingg. At the time of the _ report 
it@was thought he was lighting a cigar. 
When Lingg committed the deed he was lying 
on his cot. After the affair, when his cell was 
searched, another candle was found. At the 
top of it, barely concealed by the ends of the 
wick, a second fulminated cap was found, so it 
is supposed that Lingg’s attempted suicide was 
committed with one similarly hidden. The 
candles were furnished by the Jail, so that the 
caps must have been put in by Lingg himself. 

ALL QUIET AT MIDNIGHT,

THE COUNTY COURTHOUSE JAMMED. 


For Two and a Half Hours Mr. Cochrane 


Holds the Attention of His Hearers— 
A Colored Preacher's Stand. 


In point of enthusiasm and numbers there 
never was such an anti-prehibition meeting as 
the one in the basement of the county court- 
house last night. 

Every foot of space in the large room was 
filled with solid citizens, white and colored. 
The ante rooms, jury rooms and lobbies and 
corridors were crowded, and long before the 
speaking began there was not unoccupied space 
enough to give another person standing room, 

Tho word enthusiastic is too tame an ad- 
jective to qualify the spirit of the gathering. 
Uncontrollably earnest is the better way to ex- 
press it. The room had not been warmed for 
the occasion, but so vast was the congregation 
of antis that their temperature was high. 

At seven o'clock a brass band began to play 
near the corner of Loyd and Hunter streets, 
and another was playing near the headquarters 
of the prohibitionists further up the street. 
By half past seven the building was as full as 
it could get, and the throngs that came later 
found it impossible to gain admission. Had 
the building eva twice as large, it would not 
have been large enough to .hold ali the antis 
who wished to hear the speeches. 

When Colonel Brandt, Mr. John Silvey, ex- 
Governor Bullock, the Rev. J. W. Carter and 
the Hon. A.M. Cochrane entered the room 
they were wildly cheered, and when they as- 
cended the stairs and took seats upon the stage 
the applause was deafening. 

Colonel Brandt presided over the meeting. 
In calling it to order he said that before the 
regular speaking began, Colonel John B. 
Goodwin, chairman of the executive commit- 
tee, would make a short statement. 

Colonel Goodwin was warmly received as he 
faced the audience. He began by declarjng 
that he did not intend making a speech. He 
desired, he said, to make a statement about a 
matter of the utmost importance; a matter, 
the importance of which could not be over- 
stated. He referred, he said, to the question 
of registration. Inquiries had been made as 
to the number of anti-prohibitionists who had 
failed to register and the number was uncom- 
fortably large. The voters should not further 
delay in this momentous duty; they should not 
forget that next Tuesday is the last day 


for registration. He concluded by giv- 
ing some  cheerin 8 statistics and en- 
couraging facts or the consideration 


of the audience. He said that the question as 
to whether or not the antis would be victorious 
had been settled in advance, and that the suc- 
cess of the cause being assvred, another ques- 
tion suggested itself: ‘‘How shall the victors 
behave after triumphing?”’ 

He advised his hearers, in view of the vic- 
tory, which he declared he saw with the eye of 
a prophet, to be tolerant; to be kind and con- 
siderate toward those who had espoused an 
opposite side ; to so-use their success as to chal- 
lenge the admiration of all classes of people, 
the prohibitionists included. . Colonel Good- 
win was cheered to the echo as he finished. 

Colonel Brandt said that the very pleasing 
duty devolved upon him of introducing to the 
vast audience he saw before him a genticeman 
who had just come from the great state of 
Texas—a truly great state that had recently 
justified that title by coming out bravely and 
squarely in defense of the great principles of 
liberty which are dear to the heart of every 
American éitizen. . This great state had lateiy 
shown to‘the world its ability to maintain 
her reputation. Said Colonel Brant: “The 
gentleman whom I shall now present to you 
as the first speaker of the evening is one in every 
way worthy of your kind consideration and 
exclusive attention. He is a distinguished 
citizen of Dallas, Texas, who was passing 
through the city with his daughter on his way 
to Florida, when we discovered him and in- 
duced him to remain here to strike some of his 
giant blows for the cause which he has champ- 
ioned with such signal ability in his own state. 
Heis a gentleman who has been conspicuously 
honored at home. A republican in politics, 
but a square, honest republican, he has won 
and he retains the esteem of all parties. 
In the recent prohibition campaign 
in Texas he stumped the state with the distin- 
guished Colonel JMills. Together they went 
from one end of the state to the other, and 
their eloquence was largely instrumental in se- 
curing a victory for the anti-prohibition cause. 
He who shall soon address you was the nomi- 
nee of the republicans of his state for governor. 
This shows how he stood at home, and how 
worthy he is to your consideration.”’ The 
chairman was here interrupted by cries of 
“Cochrane! Cochrane!’’ and Colonel Brandt 
cut his remarks short by saying: “Yes, my 
friends, I see you are impatient to hear our 
distinguished visitor, and I will not a moment 
longer deprive you of that privilege. Permit 
me to introduce the Hon. A. M. Cochrane, of 
Texas.” [Vociferous applause.] 

While the crowd was yelling Mr. Cochrane 
stepped to the front of the stand. Heis atall, 
sather spare man, seemingly about fifty years 
of age. His appearance is not unlike that of 
the average Methodist preacher. His fore- 
head is broad, his head well shaped, and a 
glance suffices to convince one that he is a 
man of inordinate intellectuality. And he 
has only to speak half a dozen sentences to 
prove his preeminent ability as a campaign 
orator. His language 18 — robust and 
pure. His enunciation is clear. His voice 
is full, resonant and pitched in a high key. 
He uses his lungs vigorously but no matter 
how emphatic and forcible his utterances 
they never fall upon the air with harshness. 
His most prominent trait as a speaker is in- 
tense originality. Hus individuality is dis- 
closed in every word he speaks. His reason- 
ing is homely and direct, of the Abe Lincoln 
type. But heis not always homely. He can 
be eloquent, forat times he wells over with 
earnestness. Some of his flights are as sublime 
as possible. His imagery is oft-times pictur- 
esque and poetic. And his gestures are strik- 
ing and well suited to emphasize the words 
he utters. In short, he is one of the 
greatest stump speakers ever heard in Atlanta, 
and as an anti-prohibition orator is unmatched 
by any man in the United States. This was 
proved during his spon which lasted over 
two hoursand a half. Notone person in the 
audience evinced impatience, and none left 
the hall while he was speaking. Indeed 
when he was closing his address the crowd 
cried: “‘Go on, we are not tired.” 

As soon asthe cheering which greeted his 
appearance subsided, Mr. Cochrane said: 

“My Friends and Fellow-Citizens of Geor- 
ia: IL beg your patient attention and a fair 
hearing while I proceed to give you some des- 
cription of the experiences which we have 
lately had in Texas. [Applause.] I am not an 
imposter. Iam not an intruder. During our 
great contest in Texas, Georgia was so kind as 
to send us missionaries in the persons of Bishop 
Turner and Dr. Hay and others. {Laugh- 
ter.) They came toteach us gyros: 7 And 
let me tell youthey gave us considerable 
trouble. But ev here they went I followed 
close in their tracks. [Applause and laughter.) 
Now, I think it would be a piece of ingratitude 
were I not to retarn the liment and try 
to teach Georgians about prohibition and mor- 
ality. {Great cheering and laughter.}

This 
rreat old negro though without edueation, not even 
knowing how to read or write, has nevertheless 
gained authority over his people, the thous- 
ands of negroes in the great ‘““Oaky woods” districts 
of Lee, Dougherty and Baker counties. He presides 
over several churches in the country, and has re- 
cently erected a large house of woishipinthe city. 
Each and every one ofthe thousands of his'followers 
are assessed one dollar per annum for his support,en 
assesment which ee religious duty is always 
paid. His income is a princely one, his 
plautation,a purchase from-Colonel L. A.Jordan’s is 
worked by his congregation in turn without expense 
tohim. “Papa Willis,” as he is called ‘by his peo- 
ple, is an object of reveration among them, his word 
is law and gospel, Herulesthem with a firm but 
kindly hand. Looking like a colored edition of the 
stereotyped bishop as far as expression and _ polite- 
ness of person — he presides over his people and 
gathersin the ducats from them much after the 
manner of the churchman of the middle ages. Afie: 
one of his revivals crowds from town and couniry 
flock in every manner of conveyance to witness his 
immersion of his converts which are numbered by 
the hundred. His favorite place for baptism is at 
Fow! Town creek, about five miles above Albany, 
one of his largest churches being located there. It 
is said that he uses his great power over his race to 
good effect and his advice to them is always sensibie 
and good. 

Before leaving the subject of the negro may we 
mention a curious instance of credulity, showing 
the superstigion still prevalent among the unedu- 
cated plantation hands. A few Saturday nights ago 
one of their preachers announced from the pulpit 
that it had been revealed tohim ipon that night 
another Saviour was to be born. it had not been 
definitely shown to him where the miracle was to 
oceur, but in an outhouse in oneof the adjoining 
Praca gap Sallying forth filled with ferver to, 
ike the wise men of old, look upon an infant Ke- 
deemer, they went from outhouse to outhouse, from 
farm to farin, until the prosaic light of another day 
showed them the fruitléssness of their search and 
the folley of their hopes.

LOCAL OPTION ABANDONED. 


Tennessee Prohibitionists Call for Legisla- 
tiye Prohibition. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn.,November 10.—[Special.] 


The attendance at the convention of the State 


Temperance Alliance today was enormous, 
and the proceeding harmonidus. The only 
difference being in the report from the com- 
mittee on platforms. Three members submit- 
ted a minority report in favor of local option. 
This report, however, was tabled and the ma- 
jority report adopted. The majority report in- 
cludes nearly all of President Fussell’s opening 
address, concluding with preamble and reso- 
lutions. 

The preamble recited that the amendment 
was defeated in September by a _  difitsr- 
ence as to the best means of obtaining prohi\i- 
tion, and by the polintion of the ballot-box, by 
the purchase of votes, by money and whisky. 
The resolutions are as follows: 

Kesolved, That this convention isin favor of, 
demands; legisiative prohibition ofall intox!«: 
liquors as a beverage, and will use all lexi 
means for the accomplishment of the same, and un- 
til this is done, we demand a strict enforcement of 
the four mile law and all existing laws for the re- 
straining of the liquor traffic. 

Second. The cause of temperancd@Band prohihi- 
tion, havimg for its role object the promotion of the 
welfare of the people and good of humanity, should 
be non-partisan as to existing political parties, and 
should receive the support of all good people of 
whatever sect, party or name, and we deem the or 
ganization of another political paity unwise and un- 
necessary, unless the existing political parties 
should be subsidized in the interest of the saloon, 
and their power uscd to antagonize the cause of 
temperance and prohibition. 

Twenty-four of the committee signed this 
report and three signed the minority report, 
favoring local option. The majority report 
was adopted by acclamation after a number of 
speeches. mostly favoring it. The convention 
then adjourned sine die. At a large mass 
meeting tonight a number of speeches were 
delivered,

Jn Which the Remains of Men and Animals 
i Recome Like Marble. 


. Pirre Crry, November 9.—There are two 


ntlemen temporarily stopping here who 
rave been spendicg the summer in the north- 
west voagigeays 5 They report a river of small 
volume, a tributary of the atchewan, 
whose waters are so thoroughly impregnated 
with carbonate of lime, that any substance im- 
morsed therein immediately turns to stone. 
They have many specimens of petrified wood, 
leaves, etc., showing the exact texture of the 
original article. A ‘sirloin of beef immersed 
in the water a few months comes out rugged 
and solid and suitable to take rank with the 
best quality of building stone. Animals ac- 
cidentally killed are found in its waters hard- 
ened and preserved. The body of an officer in 
the regular army, killed in an Indian 
skirmish and left beneath the immortaliz- 
ing waters of this placid stream, was 
found months after petrified with 
such completeness that it resembled the finest 
grade of Parian marble, and the features re- 
tained such distinctiveness that he was readily 
recognized by even casual uaintances. 
These discoveries have led to the idea of form- 
ing a syndicate to utilize this stream and do 
away with the repulsive idea of cremation and 
also the attendant horrors of the tomb. 

The company can be called the Great North- 
wegtern Petrification association (limited) and 
its business might consistin providing a cheap 
rate of transportation, or perhaps running @ 
regular cadaver train transcontinentally, dam- 
m ng the waters of the river and anchoring the 
inanimate freight until saturation does its 
complete work and returning them to their 
surviving friends, with texture and sym- 
metry, far surpassing any known work 
of art. This would do away with all the ‘‘base 
uses’’ and prepare future imperial Cesars to 
beautify and adorn their ancestral homes in- 
stead of becoming a mere lump of plastic ma- 
terial, which would only serve to ‘‘stop a hole 
to keep the wind away.”’ 

Our friends can come back from the hands 
of this syndicate with a durability that will 
rival any of the sedimentary rocks, and be con- 
spicuously set up to watch with their agate 
eyes the manner in which their heirs and as- 
signs manage the paternal estates. We who 
live to be great-grandfathers may doservice at 
the front gates of our worthy descendants as 
hitching-posts, and the line fences of future 
generations may be composed of the serried 
eolumns of their adamantine ancestors. The 
art possessed by the ancient Egyptians pales 
into a miserable insignificance when compared 
with this new process. Shriveled cadaverous- 
ness will be replaced with rotund plumpness, 
and the shrunken, distorted features by the 
pleasant smile with which the righteous is said 
to greet the death angel.

‘‘Allons enfants de la patri.”’ 

There were no police in the parade, but large 
forces were massed inside the streets, and a 
police patrol box near 15th street in Broadway 
was open, ready to send out an alarm for rein- 
forcements. But there was no occasion for 
using it. ‘When the procession was well on 
its way down§ Broadway, the police divided 
into three divisions. One went down Univer- 
sity Place and two others short distances down 
Broadway after the anarchists. When the 
varade reached the postoffice it turned into 
ark Row, where it disbanded. The police 
were still gs of sight.

Eprrors Constrrution: I wrote a card 
last week showing that the facts Mr. Grady used in 
his speech at the warehouse were incorrect. He at- 
tempts to explain the wonderful ‘‘facts’’ he used in 
that speech. I did notintend to reply. I did not 
desire a newspaper controversy; but a statement in 
Wednesday's ConstrTuTion that Mr. Gradyis speech 
was unanswerable aroused me to print the follow- 
ing facts: First, as to his distress warrants. In 
Sunday’s paper Mr. Grady smoothes away very nice- 
ly the facts that loomed‘up against the statement 
made in his speech. He says Judge Landrum went 
into office March ist, 183, and that I 
only counted the mumber of distress wat- 
rants from that time. This is a mistake. 
I count the whole time from January Ist, 18*5, to 
December Ist, 1885. The months of January and 
February are on the docket of Judge Pitchford 
wliom Landrum succeeded, I have the facts from 
Judge Landrum, who tells me he will certify they 
are correct. In this time were issued 158 warrants. 
In the same length of time for 1887 he 


has issued 218. Now for Judge Manning’s dockct.» 


It is stated by Mr. Grady that Manning issued in 
1885—ten months—145 distress warrants. I find only 
116 for eleven months. 
the docket and verifies my statement, This number 
includes all that were issued by Justice Rhea in 1885, 
before he was succeeded by Justice Manning.

He Feels Assured of a Renomination—Talks 
With Grevy. 
Paris Cable to New York Herald. 

The following triangular conversation took 
place yesterday during Mr. Blaine’s visit to Presi- 
dent Grevy, at the Elysee palace, where he was ac- 
companied by Minister McLane, President Grevy, 
after chatting familiarly with Mr. Blaine, said to 
My. Blaine: 

**How does it happen, Mr. Blaine, that, occupying 
such & prominent position as you do, you still find 
time enough to travel about and amuse yourself in 
Europe?”’ 

To this Mr, Blaine replied in English: ‘I hive no 
official prominence in the United States, but still I 
am a political man, and I am enatled to come 
abroad, thanks to the efforts of the democratic party 
and Mr, McLane’s friends, who managed to prevent 
me from occupying the presidential chair—a posi- 
tion which, permit me to say, I could" not have oc- 
cupied as gracefully as M. Grevy occupies his own.”’

Today, in Chicago, between the hours of 
ene and two, four of the condemned anarch- 
ists will expiate their crime in conspiring for 
and participating in the Haymarket mass 
ecre. 


Of the seven men, one has -cheated the 
gallows, from the horrible wound with narod 
Lingg inflicted himself in attempting oe 
cide. Two, Fielden and Schwab, have ha 


their sentences commuted to life sarap 
an 


ment. The desperation of Lingg 
his tragic suicide, is 4 striking in- 
‘stance of the brutal determinatuon which 
inspired each of the anarchists. ‘But a few 
days ago, four bombs were found in his cell, 
and with these it is probable that he con- 
templated the destruetion of the whole jail 
with all its inmates, when he found that 
the governor was inexorable, and that he 
must approach the scaffold. Relieved of 
these weapons, he secures a smaller, but as 
deadly one, and inserting the dynamite can- 
dle in his mouth, with the coolness of a 
demon, he applies the fire and faces death. 
Horribly mutilated, his body is bathed in 
its own blood, but strangely, the death 
weapon did not at once accomplish the fatal 
urpose for which it was intended, The 
ate man, believing that he and his fel- 
low conspirators were martyrs, concluded to 
die by his own hands rather than let the 
Jaw take its course. 

Today will conclude the story of the 
whole tragic drama, in which inoffensive 
officers of the law were coldly murdered in 
the performance of their duty. Until their 
death is avenged by the law, justice will not 
be meted, and life nor property guaranteed

The St. Louis editor who, with his pistol 
asa paper weight, and a bowie knife to 
point his pencil, has, with the profession 
generally of the remote west, achieved the 
distinction of being a parliamentary reckless 
and murderous sort of a cuss, has no longer 
eauise to complain of harsh treatment at the 
hands of his more civilized brethren of the 
east. 

Western journalism is a thing of rare 
sweetness and delightful harmony when 
compared to a species of editorial black- 
guardism, and profanity that is now exhib- 
iting itself in New York, in connection 
with the local politicai campaign which has 
The World, the Sun and

The World further says of the Sun:

To THE EpiTors oF THE CONSTITUTION: 
Sirs—Will you permit me to commentin a friendly 
way on an editorial in your issue of yesterday under 
the caption: “McGlynn and Other Matters.” 

I am bound to say that the apparent, comprehen- 
siveness of the title is abundantly justified in the 
body of the article, and on reading it I was forcibly 
reminded of a famous executive utterance of ante 
bellum days, which made allusion to “the whole 
world and the rest of mankind,”’ 

I donot propose to discuss the very dead issue of Mc- 
Glynn, and his statements or predictions, but I would

THE CROP REPORT. 


A Few Figures Furnished by the Department 
of Agriculture. 


WasHinearon, November 10.—The depart- 
ment of agaicwturé reports the yield of corn 19.9 
Lushels per acre on about 5,000,000 acres, reported as 
abandoned before ripening. On the acreage planted 
the average would be 18.6 bushels per acre, the same 
as in 1881. The corn surplus states average slightly 
less thau in 1881, thirty-one other states mcre. The 
final record will be changed only by slight adjust- 
ments. All acreage is counted that was allowed to 
ripen, the crop, however, small. The averages of 
some of the states of larger production are as fol- 
lows: New York, 35 bushels; Pennsylvania, 32; 
Maryland, 27; Virginia, 17.5; North Carolina, 13.4; 
Georgia, 11; Texas, 17; Tennessee, 21.5; Kentucky, 
18.3; Ohio, 25; Michigan and Indiana, 20; Dlinois, 
19; lowa, 25; Missouri, 22; Kansas, 12; Nebraska, 24; 
Dakota, 20. The quality ofthe crop is much lower 
than usual, in the dry region, and the portion of 
merchantable corn is considerably below the ay- 


erage. 

The tato yield has been reduced; first, by 
drouth in the west, and later by rot, mainlyin the 
Atlantic states. It is about the same asin 1881, or 
54 bushels average per acre, making a crop of about 
134,000,000 against 163,000,000 bushels last year. The 
yield is 66 bushels in New York, 55 in Pennsylvania, 


- 80 in Ohio, 3iin Michigan, 88in Indiana and ilii- 


nos, 80 in Minnesota, 55 Iowa, 60 in Missouri, 
5? in Kansas, 70 in Nebraska and 115in Dakota. _ 

The tobaceo yield per acre is very low in the ship- 
ping and cutting leaf belt, especially in the jest. 
T 1e ayerage reported per acre is, for Maryland, 638 
pounds; V reinis. 600; North Carolina, 480; Arkan- 
sas, 520; Tennessee, 430; Kentucky, 505; Chio, for 
catting and leaf cigar, 615; Indiana, 397; Illinois, 
403. Ontbe acreage reported in the August investi- 
gation this will make scarcely more than a third of 
acrop. The yield of cigar leaf is pie normal. 

Picking of cotton has progressed oe diy, afid the 
harvest is already closed, except in soils which have 
resisted adverse influences of the season. The Octo- 
ber condition indicated a yield of 3 or 4 xr cent 
less than last year, with nearly 1 percent inciease 
of area. Returns of yield in fractions of bale are 
less than last year in about same ratio, while the 
original returns of yield per acre in pounds are 
nearly the same as those of last November. The re- 
sult in fractions of bales indicate a crop of about 
6,300,000. bales, on anh acreage of about 18,640,000, 
or 33.3 hundredths bale per acre. The rate of sta‘es 
is: Virginia, 82 hundredths; North Carolina, 37; 
South Carolina, 36; Georgia, 29.5; Florida, 26; Ala- 
bama, 28.7; Mississippi, 38.2; Louisisna, 43.3; Texas, 
33; Arkazsas, 38; T enyeassee, 31. 


IMITATING NINA VAN ZANDT. 


A Young Woman of Kansas City Marries a 
Criminal in Jail. 

KAnsAsS. Crty, November 9.—Miss May 
Northrup, the young Kansas City woman who was 
desirous of emulating Nina Van Zandt, of Chicago, 
on a minor sca’e, by marrying Charles Billingsley, 
under sentence of five years in the penitentiary for 
attempting to kUl a married man with whose wife 
he was in love, was thought to haye changed her 
mind, as she did not appear at the reeorder’s office 
yesterday as she had promised. She was on hand 
bright and early this morning, however, and de- 
manded alisense. Billingsley was brought from his 
cell in the Second street jail, handcuffed, and made 
an affidavit of his age, etc. Immediately afterwards 
Justice Worther was requested to marry them. He 
said he would not perform the ceremony. 

‘The-parties,” said he, ‘‘are in no condition to 
marry, a8 Billingsley cannot become a husband nor 
Miss Northrup a wife until after Billingsley hasserv- 
ed out hissentence. He is, to all intents and pur- 
poses, dead to society’ 

Notwithstanding this rebuff, Miss Northrup and 
her mother remained in the marshal’s Office while a 
messenger was dispatched to find some one who 
would marry them.

A MANLY STATEMENT OF FACTS. 


The Charge of Office-Secking Refuted—An 
Honorable Reébrd—The Macon Speech 
~An Indignant Protest. 
Mariprra, Ga., November 10, 1487,—Hon, 
Allen G. Thurman, Columbus, Ohio. —5ir: 
In Taz ATLANTA Constitution of the 7th in- 
stant there. appeared ag telegraphic dispatch 
giving an address delivered by yourself to the 

Thurman 


club in Columbus, Ohio, on the 
evening of the 6th, which was full of state- 
ments in regafd to myself as grave in their 
character as they are utterly baseless in fact. 
Without cause, without provocation, without 
the slightest jus tion, you have slandered 
me, and it has become my duty to defend my- 
self against your vile aspersions. 

1. It is reported that you used the following 
words: “An old crank down in Georgia, 
by the name of Jackson—God forgive him for 
bearing that nafhe—a disappoin politician, 
aman whom Grover Cleveland recalled from 
his mission to Mexico, some say because he got 
too drunk there to be of any use.” 

It so happens that during my whole life J 
have neversoughta purely political office. 
There have been occasions when some of my 
friends wished me to seek, and other occa- 
sions when it seemed as if my immediate peo- 

le might desire me to take, such office; but I 
fave declined it. Since attaining my manhood 
I have never sought by myself, or through m 
friends, office of any kind which I have faile 
to obtain. In describing me as *‘a disappointed 
politician’ you have uttered wofds which are 
wholly destitute of truth. 

Application to the records of the department 
of state, will show that I was retired from the 


Mexican mission by the acceptazice of my vol- | 


untary resignation, tendered at the instance 
of no one, and that my resignation. had been 
received by the secretary of state months be- 
fore the date of its acceptance. I have been 
anxious that the causes which led to it 
should be given to thé pubitc, believing 
that my course would thus be fully 
vindicated. The senate, under resolution 
introduced by asenator from Georgia at its 
last session, called for my correspondence; but 
the president declined to submit it; and so the 
matter ended. Nothing, thefefore,occurred in 
Mexico, and there is nothing connected with 
my mission in that country, to justify” the 
coarse reflection you have cast upon me. 

2. You proceed to say, ‘‘What I do know is, 
that the president recalled him, and, from the 
day he was recalled to this day, it is said that 
the president and the democratic party have 
no more maglignant enemy in the United 
States than he.’ 


Who besides yourself has said this? Can | 


you name the man who hasthought it? And 
upon what revelations of fact did you dare 
to say it? Wasitnotborn of the pernicious 
habit of judging others by oneself? Does not 
each of us carry within himself his own type 
of our common humanity? My answer to you, 
sir, is that he who judges most harshly of an- 
other is the severest critic of himself! Your 
slanderous imputation is absolutely false. 

3. With the same wanton mendacity you 
proceeded yet further to say: ‘‘This old fool,at 
ameeting afmonth ago, or something like 
that, saw fit to make a speech, and declared 
doctrine of secession was not 
dead. Why, my friends, if a man can make 
such a declaration as that and not be an idiot, 


don’t know what idiocy and mischief making 
are. The doctrine of secession not dead! 
Why, whatever life it had was killed stone 
dead by the civil war. Everybody who has 
the least honesty himseli will acknowledge 
that.”’ 

And soit appears that yon did not hesitate 
to charge me with a total wantoi honesty upon 
false statements which should never have 
come from the lips of an honest man. 
It is clear that you had not even read the 


speech upon which you were commenting. Else | 


you would have known that it made not the 
remotest reference to the doctrine of secession, 
So far from it, the speech, in its summing up, 
was emphatieally an ‘“‘union speech.” What 
stronger words could I have possibly used than 
the following? 

‘All hail! renovated union of sovereign 
states as planned by the common fathers, who 
‘worked more wisely than they knew.’ All 
hail! grand American republic of wheels 
within a wheel; resplendent illuminator of the 
modern world: We, we, too, Confederates, can 
echo from our hearts and re-echo from our 
heart of hearts the patriot cry of Webster, 
the great: Thanks be to God that I, I, too, am 
an American citizen!’’ 

Yet again,in what respect did I depart 
from the recognized creed of the national de- 
mocracy by my use of these other 
in the body of my speech? ‘For 
the right to govern themselves. bequeathed 
them by their fathers, they were prepared to 
immolate all. The principle for which they 
fought—thé only principle of government ex- 
pansive enough to meet the requirements of 
advancing civilization, made of late by Glad- 
stone’s eloquence so familiar to. European 
thought, was American born. Sun of the 
modern as compared with the ancient eiviliza- 
tion; ‘home rule,’ as contrasted with Roman 
centralization, it rose in the west.’’ Is it not 
true that, at the base of democratic faith, as 
laid by the great founder. of the democratic 
party, Mr. Jefferson, was placed the doctrine 
of local self government? Was Mr, Jefferson, 
or has the democratic party ever been, less 
devoted eto the union of the states because 
they have defended most consistently and earn- 
estly the doctrine of local self-government 
against the doctrine of centralized power? 
Apart from the great fact that local self-gov- 
ernment anteceded and created the constitu- 
tion itself, and could but be recognized and 
assured by its own creature, is not the practice 
of local self-government the surest means; nay, 
is it not the only available means of preserving 
the union as itis? Must we not look to the 
same local self-government for the preservation 
of our political liberty against the dangers of 
centralized power. which never yet in the his- 
tory of the world has failed to dtstroy it? 

A this immediate connection, and in view of 
the fact that the history of my mission to Mex- 
ico has been so shamefully perverted by your- 
self and others, I yield to the temptation of 
saying that L accepted the mission in the hope 
of accomplishing something to disabuse the 
Mexican mind of the idea that the American 
people desired to destroy Mexican nationalit 
by annexation. Eversince i served as a sol-. 
dier in the war against her, I have felt a deep 
personal interest in her fate. I have believed 
that the United States owed to her the duty of 

ractical assistance at crises when she might 
in dire necessity; and I cherished the hope 
that I might become an humble instrument of 
dispelling delusions, of removing obstructions, 
of bringing the countries closer together 
by a treaty broad enough and stron 
enough to effect all that was desirable; and, 
perchance, in the end, of securing such practi- 
cal aid as would speed the Mexican republic 
upon a future of progress at once immediate 
and Mimitable. 

Subjected as Ihave been to an amount of | 
misrepresentation and abuse, which has filled 
me with amazement, I have feared at times 
that I might have said something unwise or 
imprudent in my Macon speech, and yet I am 
unable to find it. The Confederate veterans 
had been called together upon a day which was 
itamed ‘Veterans’ Day,’’ to meet the ex-presi- 
dent of the Confederate States, who, it was rea- 
sonable to suppose, from his advanced years and 
feeble health, might never again appear in 
public. I had been invited to make a speech ; 
a speech to be adapted to such an occasion; a 
speech to be addressed by a Confederate vet- 
eran to Confederate veterans, and in contem- 

lation of the graves of their comrades slain 

n battle. Wasitimproper in such a speech 
to recite briefly the political creed in defense 
of which they took wp arms, and their faith in 
which isthe onty bulwark to protect their 
characters and memories from condemnation 
by the world and by history?

The members of the club, with delegations 
from the ward clubs, formed into line. The 
boys in charge of Colonel Thomas F. Corrigan, 
followed inthe rearof the procession, and 
moved through Pryor to Decatur, Marietta, 
Broad, Hunter and Forsyth streets to the 
warehouse. They were here greeted by the 
presence of fully 5000 men and women.

There has been much comment upon the ministry 
in the prohibition work. And much said, through 
the press aud otherwise, about ‘‘driving the preach- 
ers back to their place.”’ Icanonly say that, as a 
minister, I cannot descend to answer such men in 
their own vernaculy. 

IT have not been in the field. But while sitting 
through anxious days and sad nightwatches over a 
loved one nigh unto death, I haye not been indiffer- 
ent to the issues at hand. And whenin my pulpit 
I bave sounded no uncertain trumpet on this ques- 
tion. Andnever did I feelmoreinmy place than 
tonight, And that with no intention to abuse any 
man who diffeis from me, nor any fear of lowering 
or undignifying the sacred office in which I have 
stood for twenty years. 

Permit me to say, by way of explanation, that the 
dear friends who propose to dictate the place aud 

wovince of the p-eachers are the very men who 

now less about preachers and the duty of preach- 
ers than any other class ofmen. Jam safe when I 
say there are a large per cent of that class who be- 
long tono church, Alarger per cent don’t attend 
church arid are seldom in the society of the preach- 
ers. And some who belonged to the church gave 
up their pews when the minister had the moral 
courage to sy himself on the side of so-

briety and the right. Thus, without church 
membership, without personal knowledge of 


the ministry and its functions, they are 
about as wel prepa: ed to determine 
our place and duty as I wouid te to pilot a steam- 
boat or manipulate a balloon.

We have “moral sua- 
sion’’ in human form, living and moving among us, 
600,000 drunkards, 500,000 drunkards’ wives, and

The City Has Full Power to Control the Sale 
of Liquor. 
The charter of the city reads: ‘Section 27. 


They shall haye full power and authority to 
regulate the retail of ardent spirits within the 
corporate limits of said city, and at their dis- 
cretion to issue license to retail or to withhold 
the same, and to fix. the price to be paid for 
license at any sum they may think proper, not 
exceeding &2,000.”’ 


By this it clearly appears that, if prohibition 


is voted out, the mayor and council of Atlanta 
may entirely refuse to issue license to retail, 
or, Imother words, may refuse to allow any 
barrooms to be licensed. 


The real issue, and the only issue, therejore 


in this campaign, is whether the wholesale 
trade in liquor shalLbe restored to the city. If 
it is restored, then the people have it in their 
power to keep out barrooms by electing a 
mayor and council pledged not to license bar- 
rooms? 


The mayor and council have the power to so 


‘regulate the retail of ardent spirits’? as to 
allow the wholesal houses to sell in small quan- 
tities, not to be drank on the premises, or ‘‘reg- 
ulate” it ik any other way.

Let us, then, restore the wholesale trade and 


not foree our people to send off to Griffin and 
other places for liquor, thereby losing the profit 
of the trade for our own citizens, and often 
getting a bad article of liquor. Then, if the 
people do not want barrooms, they can élect in 
December next a council pledged not to license 
them. 


Many prohis have told me that they had no 


objection to the wholesale trade, but their fight 
was on barrooms alone. 


This prohibition election brought on eve

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An Old Well Digger Thrown High 
fn the Air. 


PREMATURE DISCHARGE OF A BLAST 


| In Tamping a Blast a Well Digger 
Cuts the Fuse and is Severely 
Hiurt.

Henry Robinson, an old well digger, well 
known in Atlanta, and who has tapped hun-- 
dreds of veins of water, many feet below the 
surface of the earth, is lying in a critical con- 
dition at his home on Hilliard street. 

He was blown out of a well yesterday. 

For more than a week past Robinson has 
been digging a well on a vacant lot near Jack- 
son street, between Wheat and Cain, and in 
the neighborhood of Hon. John Stephens 
residence. When the old well digger n 
work yesterday morning he was_ nearly forty 
feet under ground, and was cutting through a 
lead of solid stone. The work was necessarily 
slow and quite a ged of blastering pow- 
der was consumed during the day. ut 
three o'clock in the afternoon he began load- 
ing a hole sixteen or eighteeninches keep. It 
was larger than any explosion which 
he had before made and 
required much more powder. After dropping 
the fuse into the hole-and spilling the powder 
in Robinson began pounding the clay down. 
The work is called tamping and is quite dan- 
gerous, but well diggers become careless In 
course of time and forget the danger. The 
tamping had been completed and Robinson's 
assistant had gone out of the well to be follow- 
ed by him. Just as the assistant reached the 


top of the well the old digger picked 
up a piece of damp clay and drop- 
ing it over the loaded biast stamped 


it down with his foot. The clay did not spread 
out to suit him and picking up a round iron 
used in tempering he began pounding the clay. 
The iron, it is thought, struck the fuse and 
cutting it in two ignited the powder. The 
fire ran down the‘fuse and before the old man 
knew of his danger struck the powder at the 
bottom of the hole. Instantly there was an 
explosion, and it was a forcible one. The old 
man was thrown clean out of the well and fell 
upon the ground ten feet away. Dirt 
and stones came up with him in a shower, fill- 
ing the air. 

he negro who was assisting Robinson was 
standing near the well when the explosion oc- 
curred, and was so terrified that for a minute 
he could not move. When he recovered his 
power of action the danger was all over, and 
looking around, he found the old man lying

upon the ground a_ few feet away, 
apparently dead. Still nearer the 
horrified negro he saw a hand 


anda part of an arm,and upon approaching the 
old man he saw that a hand and a part of an arm 
were gone. Theold negro was still breathing but 
with apparent trouble. His face 4nd heads 
were covered with blood, while blood and dirt 
mingled gave his clothing an ugly appearance ew 
The negro realized that he was powerless 
to do any thing by himself and gave 
an alarm. With help secured he conveyed 
Robinson to his home on Hilliard street and 
then sent for a physician. An examination 
disclosed extremely dangerous, maybe fatal, 
wounds.§ Beside the hand and arm which were 
blown off, it was ascertained that a part of the 
old negro’s face was gone and that both eyes 
were injured, probably destroyed. The old 
man’s clothing were burned in several places, 
caused by the powder when it ignited, and his 
skin was badly scorched. His sufferings were 
intense, and at midnight last his condition was 
extremely precarious. —
